New York, Oct. 28 —(NC)—Ger- 
hard Eisler’s admission this week 
that “Hans Berger” is a pseudo- 
nym applied to material emanat- 


ing from him was a@ very import- 
ant confession, Louis F. Budenz 
told the N. C. W. C.. News Service 
here today, because it establishes 
him as “the author of some of the 
mdést important articles appearing 
in The Communist, monthly mag- 
azine and theoretical organ of com- 
munism which circulates in the in- 
ner circle of communists in this 
country.” 

To understand the high import- 
ance of this admission, Mr. Budenz 
said. one must bear in mind how 
communists operate. They get 
their instructions from articles 
written for their consumption, and, 
since they must be dynamic rather 
than passive, they must act on 
what they read. The importance 
of the instructions depends upon 
the importance of the articles in 
which they are contained, he said, 
adding that Eisler, under the name 
of Berger, contributed some of the 
most important articles which have 
apveared in The Communist. _ 

Mr. Budenz—pointed out that 
while Earl Browder and others 
signed their names to articles in 
an anniversary number of The 
Communist, “Hans Berger,” affixed 
to one of the most important con- 
tributions to the issue, Was a 
“conspicuous nom-de plume.” 


Earlier, Mr. Budenz had iden- 
tified Eisler as the man he refer- 
red to when he spoke of an “agent 
of the Kremlin who directs com- 
munist activity in. the United 
States,” and said Eisler and Berg- 
er were one and the same person. 
Eisler at first denied this, telling 
reporters he didn’t know Berger 
“from Adam.” This week he re- 
versed himself and said “Hans 
Berger” was a pseudonym applied 
to articles for which he supplied 
the material. He insisted, how- 
ever, that articles were actually 
written by Joseph Starobin, fore- 
ign editor of The Daily Worker.

The Church of Christ must be Apostolic 
(Eph. II, 20-21), which means that no 
Christian religion can claim Christ as its 
Founder or claim the commission given by 
Christ to the Apostles unless it can prove 
its legitimate succession from the Apostles. 
The Schismatic Oriental Churches, in- 
cluding the 100,000,000 Orthodox members, 
boast that they are Apostolic, since they can 
trace their origin, at least through the 
Roman Church, back to the Apostles. Of 
course, by severing themselves from Peter’s 
successor, they lost their own apostolicity, 
but never contested that of the Roman 
Church. These and the Romans jointly con- 
stitute more than three-fourths of the en- 
tire Christian world. 

If the minority, or the one-fourth, makes 
little of apostolic succession, it is only be- 
cause it knows that it could not claim it. 
But the Church of Christ in the 20th cen- 
tury must be able to trace its existence 
back through the other nineteen, or it must 
admit complete severance from the Apos- 
tolic Church. Merely having something 
that the Apostles wrote, and which the 
Catholic Church embodied in the New Tes- 
tament, does not make the sect Apostolic. 

No reputable historian questions the 
accuracy of the personnel of the Popes who 
governed the Church during the first cen- 
tury, but there is discrepancy among them 
concerning the order of succession and the 
time of the beginning and end of their 
reigns. When the reader takes into account

The Popes Of The 
First Century 


1—St. Peter, martyred in the year 67 

No matter whether Peter worked in Jeru- 
salem or Antioch or Rome, having been se- 
lected by. Christ as the visible head of His 
Church, he became the first Pope. 


There are some who prefer to believe that 
Peter was never in Rome, but the best his- 
torians of all time, and Christian writers 
of the first and second centuries tell us that 
Peter lived his last years in Rome and with 
St. Paul was martyred there. 


The substance of what they write is con- 
tained in the following observations by Dr. 
Leitzmann, who belonged to the “Liberal” 
Protestants and was professor of Protes- 
tant Theology at Berlin, and by William 
Whiston in his Memoirs. Dr. Leitzmann 
writes: 


“All the earliest sources give us clearly to 
understand that St. Peter sojourned in 
Rome, and that he died there. The hypo- 
theses to the contrary accumulate difficulty 
upon difficulty, and moreover cannot justify 
themselves by any positive argument. 
Hence I do not see even the possibility of 
a hesitation.” 


Whiston observes: 


“That St. Peter was at Rome fs so clear 
in Christian antiquity that it is a shame for 
any Protestant to confess that any Protes- 
tant ever denied it.” 


It would have been very helpful to the 
Greek and other Schismatic churches at the 
time of their secession from Rome if they 
could have proved that the Roman See did 
not hold the primacy of jurisdiction at the 
time of Peter. 


Peter’s name always appears first in the 
list of Apostles; he presided at the election 
of Mathias (Acts I, 22), who succeeded 
Judas; he was the first to preach the gospel 
(Acts II, 14); he was the first of the Apos- 
tles to work miracles (Acts III, 6); and, as 
above mentioned, he presided at the Council 
of Jerusalem (Acts XV)

Church History 


Peter was appointed to his office as head 
of the Apostolic Body and visible head of 
Christ’s Church in the year 33 (if we follow 
the more commonly accepted chronology). 
He labored some years in Palestine; was for 
a time Bishop of Antioch; presided at the 
Council of the Apostles held in Jerusalem. 
St. James, Bishop of Jerusalem, was be- 
headed under Herod Agrippa. 


Peter appointed other Bishops, three of 
whom in turn succeeded him—Linus, Cle- 
tus, Clement. Clement’s name is mentioned 
by Paul as a co-worker with him (Phil. IV, 
3). 


Peter and Paul were martyred during 
Nero’s persecution (64-68). 


The pagan historians Tacitus and Pliny, 
the Younger, confirmed the Bible Story of 
the crucifixion and of the general belief in 
the resurrection of Jesus at this time. 
Tacitus also speaks of the “immense multi- 
tude of Christians in Rome” in the year 64 

The Epistle of St. James was written 
about the year 45; the two Epistles of St. 
Peter, about the year 63. 


St. Paul wrote his Epistles to the Corin- 
thians about 52 or 58 A. D.; Epistles to the 
Galatians about 58 A. D.; then his Epistle 
to the Romans. He wrote his Epistles to 
the Thessalonians, Philippians and Colos- 
sians, and to Philemon while in prison in 
Rome, about the year 63. His letters to 
Timothy, Titus and to the Hebrews were 
written shortly before his martyrdom. 


St. Luke wrote the Acts of the Apostles 
about the year 638. 


The Epistles of St. Jude were written 
about the year 68; and the Epistles of St. 
John near the end of the first century. 


Pope Clement wrote an Epistle to the 
Corinthians about the year 96, whose 
genuineness is not doubted. In it we see 
the supreme authority in the Church writ- 
ing to correct what was wrong in the 
Corinthian community. Eusebius and St. 
Jerome declare this Epistle was written by 
Clement “as.a representative of the Church 
of Rome.”

Martyrs Cited As Heroes 


Noting that this month marks 
the third centenary “since that 
giant of a hero, Isaac Joques, and 
his lay companion, John LaLande, 
won the glory of martyrdom in 
Auriesville, in what is now the 
State of New York,” Pope Pius 
said that the Congress delegates 
were “the successors to their apos- 
tolate,” and he urged them “to 
appeal to their powerful interces- 
sion in behalf of the Confraternity 
of Christian Doctrine.” 


Observing that “to know Jesus 
crucified is to know God’s infinite 
love,” and that “to know Jesus cru- 
cified is to know God’s horror of 
sin—its guilt could be washed away 
only in the Precious Blood of God’s 
only Begotten Son become Man— 
Pope Pius said: 


“Perhaps the greatest sin in the 
world today is that men have begun 
to lose the sense of sin. Smother 
that, deaden it—it can hardly be 
wholly cut out from the heart of 
man—let it not be awakened by 
any glimpse of the God Man dying 
on oo cross to pay the pen- 
alty of sin, and what is there to 
hold back the hordes of God’s ene- 
mies from overrunning the selfish- 
ness, the pride, sensuality and un- 
lawful ambitions of sinful men? 
Will mere human legislation suf- 
fice? Or compacts and treaties? 


“In the Sermon on the Mount 
the Divine Redeemer has illumed 


“Oh, we are fully aware of the 
magnificent results achieved in the 
Catholic Missions among the infi- 
dels throughout the world: three 
million and more receiving in- 
struction in the faith, almost half 
a million entering the Church each 


year. Nor does the instruction of 


new converts cease at their bap- 
tism: with the flowing fervor of 


those who have found an unsus- 


pected treasure, they are eager to 
merease and deepen their knowl- 
edge of eternal truths; and the mis- 
sionaries — priests, brothers and 
sisters, assisted by their devoted 
lay Catechists, do not fail them.

The Holy Father reminded that 
“God is not some abstract idea 
decked out by scholars in alluring 
language to eatch the adulation of 
vain and self-centered men and wo- 
men; nor is He to be identified with 
the more palpable institution call- 
ed the State,.which at times would 
presume to vaunt itself as the 
source and end of all men’s rights 
and duties and liberties.” Before 
the beginning of all these things, 
the Pope continued, “the only true 
God, your God, was existing. He 
transcends all that is, and that all 
is derives its being from Him.

is agamst nature, men have be- 
come full of envy and murder, con- 
tention, hateful to God, irreverent, 
proud, haughty, disobedient to par- 
ents, without affection, without fi- 
delity, without mercy?” 

In conclusion His Holiness said

Compulsory censorship is always a dangerous issue. Religious 
prejudice often beclouds the subject and the clergyman who sug- 
gests it is always accused of seeking an opening wedge through 
which he can later use censorship as an excuse for suppression of 
political ideas with which he does not agree. 


We are not at this point talking of political ideologies or re- 
ligious doctrines. We are speaking of that basic standard of sex- 
ual morality which Americans once had and which most of us still 
maintain in principle although we often wink at it in fact. 


Our books, particularly in these days of mass sales, should re- 
spect the common decency which even secular society insists is 
necessary for the maintenance of common weal. 


The publishers should get together and set up an agency 
equivalent to the Johnson Office in Hollywood to try to rescue the 
book publishing business from the depth of filth, suggestion, and 
sexual promiscuity into which they plunged it in their fight for the 
Almighty Dollar. 

They need not think this is a “Catholic” issue or a “Protestant 


issue” or a “Rabbinical issue.” ‘There is the same growing indigna- 


tion that once rose up against the excesses of the liquor industry 
and brought national prohibition. 


Prohibition was too extreme, it was wrong in many respects | ee 


but can any one deny that the industry helped to bring it about 
through its own ‘disregard for fundamental decency?

As 
the summer progressed however, 
the records barely registered an 
average attendance of fifty. A 
better Juke box, more ping pong 
tables, shuffle board, card tables 
and a snack bar were installed; the 
results showed after the Memorial- 
Emerson football game of last 
vear, that an estimated four hun- 
dred hilarious celebrants packed 
the building.

M She could smile, laugh, sing,

They 
rode into the hills, to herders’ 
camps, to isolated ranches, and to 
hidden villages. I went along. Ma- 
ma always wanted to know what I 
learned, and I told: her. 

We had a new baby that year and 
Mama named her Clare, because I 
had told her the story (in my child- 
ish way) of St. Clare; and she 
wanted the baby to be brave. I also 
knew the story of St. Jane Frances 
de Chantel, so the baby was Clare 
Frances, but we called her Clare. 

I loved Clare and felt honored 
when allowed to wheel her around 
the yard, and later, to the post- 
office. As she grew Mama made a 
swimming hole for us in the back 
yard. Papa said we were silly. 

About this time he concentrated 
on Mama’s learning to pray PROP- 
ERLY. She never could pray to 
suit him. When we had ‘evening 
prayers he would ask her to lead. 
Her beginnings suited him, but as 
she went on she strayed from what 
he considered DIGNITY. “We 
thank Thee, dear Lord, for the sun- 
'shine,” she would begin, “and the 
i green fields”—It was all gray des- 
ert around us but Mama had
